John Joseph Crooks (1842-1928), from co Laois, was a member of the Army Service Corps during the Ashantee 
War, 1873-4, being promoted from Staff Sergeant to Assistant Commissary on 8 September 1873. He later became 
a Deputy Commissary with the rank of Major, and served as Colonial Secretary for Sierra Leone from 1890 to 
1895. He authored several books on Africa, including A History of the Colony of Sierra Leone, Western Africa 
(Dublin, 1903) and Records Relating to the Gold Coast Settlements from 1750 to 1874 (Dublin, 1923). He retired to 
Rathgar, Dublin, where he died in 1928. 

The Crooks collections of medals and militaria (sold by DNW on 10-11 May) and of coins, tokens and historical 
medals offered here, are being sold in conjunction with Herman & Wilkinson, Dublin

Jaenberht, abbot of St Augustine’s Abbey in Canterbury, was named as Archbishop of Canterbury in 765. In the 760s and 770s Kent 
was still able to assert its position as an independent kingdom and had its own kings, with Heaberht recorded from c. 765 and 
Ecgberht II a little later, between 775 and 779. Kent’s independence at this time was increasingly threatened by Offa, king of the large 
and powerful Mercian kingdom, who sought to extend Mercian hegemony over East Anglia and Wessex as well as Kent. This led to the 
inhabitants of Kent fighting Offa at the battle of Otford in 776, after which Offa and Ecgberht II reached some kind of workable 
relationship until c. 780. This appears to have broken down as Offa and the Mercians asserted overlordship of Kent in full after c. 780. 
There was no king of Kent until after the death of Offa when Eadberht Praen was made king in 796 and ruled for two years before his 
reign was brutally terminated by Offa’s successors. It was against this background that Jaenberht was Archbishop of Canterbury and 
inevitably he had an uneasy relationship with Offa. 

Until 1993 all known coins naming Archbishop Jaenberht also named the Mercian king Offa (see Chick types 150-9). In that year a 
coin was found at Aiskew in North Yorkshire, along with other pennies of Offa, Bishop Eadberht of London and Queen Cynethryth. 
This new type, at the time unique, named Jaenberht on the obverse and stated his title ‘Pontifex,’ meaning Bishop, on the reverse. The 
new Jaenberht ‘Pontifex’ type was dated to between 775 and 779 after the battle of Otford, at a time when Offa was unable to assert his 
overlordship of Kent which was ruled by its own king, Ecgberht II. The coins naming both Jaenberht and Offa are dated to after 780, 
when Offa asserted overlordship, making the ‘Pontifex’ type the earliest issue of Jaenberht and the first to name an Archbishop of 
Canterbury. 

Stylistically the Jaenberht ‘Pontifex’ penny is without doubt linked to the coins of Ecgberht II which have the same large and neatly 
executed lettering. This new coin, struck from different dies to the Aiskew example, has the same letter forms for b, h and e on the 
obverse as those on pennies struck for Ecgberht II by Eoba (Chick type 86). This makes these and the ‘Pontifex’ pence 
contemporaneous and parallel production with dies cut by the same hand at the time when Offa did not have access to the Canterbury 
mint. A date of 775-9 is therefore appropriate for the issue of this coin. 

The Anglo-Saxon coinage in the third quarter of the eighth-century underwent a period of profound change as the broad flan penny 
replaced the small flan ‘sceatta’ which had been in use from c. 680. By 760 the sceatta coinage had ceased to be struck in much of 
England south of the Humber. The first moves towards something that would replace it are dated to the 750s with the East Anglian 
issues of Beonna and Aethelberht I adopting a larger flan - similar to that introduced by Pepin the Short in Francia - than the 
sceatta. These for the first time named the king on one side and a moneyer on the other. Referred to by numismatists as ‘proto-pence’, 
these were replaced in the 760s by the earliest issues of the broad flan penny which would form the standard English coin for the next 
five hundred years. The Jaenberht ‘Pontifex’ type belongs to this group of coins. 

The earliest issue of the broad flan penny include pence naming Offa struck in East Anglia (Chick 160, moneyer Wilred, also known 
for Beonna) and London (Chick 5-7, Mang) as well as a single surviving coin of Heaberht of Kent (Chick 84, Eoba). These are all dated 
to the 760s. 

The ‘Pontifex’ issue of Jaenberht offered here dates from a little later. Nevertheless, it is from this earliest and very rare first generation 
of the ‘new’ broad flan penny coinage, making it one of the earliest pennies. These include Offa’s first issues at Canterbury dating from 
the early 770s, before Kent reasserted its independence from Mercia at the battle of Otford in 776, along with the coins of Ecgberht II 
and the associated Jaenberht ‘Pontifex’ type. These are dated to the years after Otford and before the main phase, second generation, 
of Offa’s vast light coinage got underway from c. 778/9. As such the Jaenberht ‘Pontifex’ penny is both numismatically and historically 
important. It is one of the first wave of pennies struck in the later Saxon and medieval format of the broad flan and it provides direct 
evidence of the power of Offa as he sought to extend Mercian hegemony over the other Anglo-Saxon kingdoms. 

All coins of Archbishop Jaenberht are very rare. Chick lists 23 examples, with one only from the earliest issues (the coin offered here is 
the second known of these). This contrasts with the issues of Ecgberht II of Kent, for which 23 are noted. Seven examples are listed for 
Offa’s earliest coinage whilst over 700 coins are known from his latter coinage from c. 770-92.

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Cole Nevan Danehower (1954-2015) 



ole Danehower was born in Louisville, Kentucky, on 
28 September 1954, where his father was working on 
the installation of one of the first mainframe 
computers. Shortly thereafter, his parents, George and 
Jacqueline, moved the family to Naperville, Illinois, where he 

spent much of his childhood in 
the countryside riding horses in 
what was then a rural area. His 
fondest childhood memories 
were of fishing at the family’s 
cabin in Ely, Minnesota. He 
spent a year living in Mexico 
City where his father, a partner 
at Arthur Anderson, was on 
assignment. Subsequently the 
family moved to the San 
Francisco Bay area where Cole 
graduated from Menlo 
Atherton High School. He went 
on to study at Claremont 
McKenna College, Claremont, 
California, earning a B.A. degree in History and International Relations, Cum Laude.

Cole put his interest in history to work at the numismatic firm of Bowers and Ruddy in Los 
Angeles, while doing graduate coursework in history at San Jose State University. The pursuit of 
history, especially the studies of World War I and Winston Churchill, was Cole’s passion. He was expert 
at spotting and identifying vintage aircraft. Living near Moffett Field in Mountain View, California, and 
later near the Evergreen Aviation Museum in McMinnville, Oregon, gave him ample opportunity to do 
so. 


He became fascinated by the historical value of 17th century tokens in researching what was to 
him the most interesting period of London’s past. The tokens were uniquely able to bring to life the look 
and feel of Greater London of the mid-i6oos. Through study of the tokens, as well as maps and other 
artifacts, Cole brought together the historical details to illustrate the life and economy of the period. He 
was able to travel to London often and began his collection in the late 1980s. 

Living in California’s Silicon Valley, he built a career in marketing communications for 
technology firms, including Tandem Computers, Hewlett Packard, and multiple startups. During these 
years Danehower developed an interest in wine, with regular explorations to the Napa Valley and 
California’s wine regions. In 1998, looking to expand his writing opportunities, he moved north to 
Oregon and pursued his newest interest in writing about wine in the fledgling wine area of the Pacific 
Northwest. It was here that he met his wife, Andrea Danehower and was married in 2000. 

Cole was enamoured with the wines he experienced in Oregon and even more so with the 
winemakers and the places of the Pacific Northwest. He began a publication, The Oregon Wine Report , 
chronicling the developing industry. In 2004 he was honoured for this work, winning the James Beard 
Journalism Award for the most outstanding food and wine newsletter in North America. Cole wrote for 
numerous publications and in 2004 released his own book, Essential Wines and Wineries of the Pacific 
Northwest , that presented his take on the unique wine character of Washington, Oregon, British 
Columbia and Idaho. For the last three years of his life Cole served as the correspondent for 
Washington, Oregon and Idaho to Hugh Johnson’s Pocket Wine Book, the annual wine guide by the 
famed British author. 

A frequent judge for national wine competitions and a popular speaker on the region’s wines, 
Cole was the honoured recipient of the Oregon Wine Board’s Industry Partner and Lifetime 
Achievement Awards. A man of many passions, from the historical past to promising futures, his 
interest and enthusiasm was apparent in the respect and love the wine community and his friends 
bestowed upon him when he died too early from cancer on 21 August 2015, aged 60.

Cataloguer’s note : The principal Danehower collection of Southwark 17th century tokens comprises 493 different 
pieces (and one forgery) listed in the following 127 lots. The collection itself is of relatively recent formation. Begun in 
1990, it was hugely augmented in the autumn of 1996 when Mr Danehower acquired, by private treaty, the entire 
remaining part of the Norweb holdings of Southwark after the British Museum had selected 103 pieces lacking from 
the national collection. In subsequent years Mr Danehower actively pursued pieces to not only fill gaps in his 
collection, but also to upgrade those he already owned. Beginning with the Greenall sale in 1997, he subsequently 
acquired pieces from dispersals of portions of the collections of the late John Wetton, the late Roger Shuttlewood and 
from the Coker and Hayward sales in 2005 and 2014, while maintaining close contact with the principal dealers in 
the UK. A few duplicates were sold in his lifetime to fellow collectors, most notably Tim Everson, author of the 
standard reference, who chose many of the Danehower pieces for illustration as they were the finest examples extant 
at the time of compilation. What remains is truly formidable - the best collection of the locality to have been sold by 
auction for over a century. Many tokens are the only specimens available to commerce; indeed, some are the only 
examples thus far known. In the printed catalogue, one token illustrates each lot by way of representation; serious 
bidders are urged to consult the DNW website, where illustrations of all pieces may be found. 

References: Williamson’s Boyne, the Southwark section of which was published in 1891, is now largely irrelevant for 
the modern student. It has been superseded by Tim Everson’s fully illustrated Seventeenth Century Trading Tokens 
of Surrey and Southwark (Llanfyllin, 2015). Everson’s work in turn draws heavily on the pioneering rearrangement 
of the locality by Robert Thompson and Michael Dickinson in SCBI 46: The Norweb Collection...Part V, 
Staffordshire to Westmorland (London, 1996).

Jeffrey Gardiner (1940-2015) 


J effrey Gardiner was born on 19 September 
1940 and he and his twin brother Clive 
were educated at Fencehouses school, near 
Houghton-le-Spring, co Durham. At the 
age of 15 Jeff left to become an apprentice 
electrician in a nearby coal mine, but mining was 
not his scene and, apprenticeship completed, he 
joined the Royal Signals as an electrician, a trade he 
was to follow all his life, both in the north-east and 
in France and Germany. 

Stationed for a time at Catterick Garrison 
and on a visit to Darlington, Jeff met Morag, a 
Scottish lass who became the love of his life. They 
married in what became Jeffs church, Northgate 
United Reformed, on 2 March 1964, and after 
leaving the army in 1966 Jeff settled in Darlington, 
working for Darlington Chemical and Insulating Co 
(Darchem) and subsequently for Rothman’s 
International at their manufacturing plant in the 
town. 

A man of many talents, Jeff had a wicked 
sense of humour and friends were often the butt of 
his jokes. The family home in Darlington, where 
Jeff and Morag brought up their sons Karl and 
Graham, saw a constant stream of visitors. Jeff and 
Morag had many close friends from their association with the church, where he was a respected elder, a 
member of the choir, taking part in the church pantomimes, even helping to serve coffee with Morag after 
services. In retirement Jeff was a member of what has been affectionately called the local ‘last of the 
summer wine’ walking group, men who would meet every Wednesday and finish their walk in a local 
hostelry. 

Jeff s interest in numismatics began when he was a teenager. A collector throughout his working 
life, it was not until after retirement that the hobby became his passion. A gifted and enthusiastic speaker, 
Jeff lectured to local numismatic societies and was a keen participant in the annual Token Congress, to the 
extent that he attracted 59 delegates to Darlington’s Blackwell Grange Moat Hotel in 1984 for the third such 
gathering. In 2010 he joined forces with Mike Roberts to hold that year’s congress at Collingwood College in 
the city of Durham. 

With an encyclopaedic knowledge and a vast numismatic library covering everything from ancient 
Greece to modern banknotes, it was no surprise that Jeff was in demand. He became a valuer at Tennants in 
Leyburn, overseeing their specialist sales of coins and medals and maintaining a close watch on their 
auctions of antiquarian books, which yielded several titles for the Gardiner library over the years. 

Of all his numismatic interests, it was local tokens and medals where his knowledge was profound. 
He made a particular study of Edward Herdman, the Bishop Auckland curio dealer and lay preacher 
brutally murdered on New Year’s Eve 1934. Herdman was a pioneer student of English communion tokens 
who put together a collection numbering about 17,000 pieces. His murder, and the subsequent conviction of 
John Bainbridge, a Durham Light infantryman home on leave who professed his innocence to the last but 
was convicted and hanged at Durham Jail on 9 May 1935, was the subject of a talk that Jeff gave on many 
occasions. Jeffs own contributions to local numismatics included Checks, Tokens, Tickets and Passes of 
County Durham and Northumberland, privately published in 1996 and aimed at helping readers 
understand the range of paranumismatica in the two counties known to him at that time. 

Jeff died on 29 October 2015 after a short illness, at the age of 75. Sadly, Morag pre-deceased him; 
Jeff leaves Karl and Graham, three grandsons and two granddaughters. Like the famous numismatists from 
the past in the north-east who he admired - Longstaffe, Brockett, Herdman, John and Robert Bell among 
others - the name of Gardiner will live on via his numismatic collections; his specialist Elizabeth I series, 
auctioned by DNW on 16 March 2011, and those pieces and books sold by DNW during the course of the 
next few auctions.

I cannot remember a time when I was not collecting coins or tokens. Like many, my interest 
began with coins taken from change and the foreign coins which my Father brought back 
from his overseas trips. I was also fortunate that Fred Baldwin was a family friend who gave 
me books and coins, together with advice or assistance with identification. After I started working 
I began collecting English shillings and a holiday in Switzerland prompted a collection of Swiss 
coins. 


Around 1970 I discovered tokens, eighteenth century at first and later those from the 
seventeenth century. Their main appeal at that time was that the tokens were cheaper than the 
coins; also the tokens were issued locally by an individual or business so that most of the pieces 
were different. So began the collection of Somerset tokens and by the time I moved to Somerset in 
1976 I was collecting any token from that county. The Swiss coins and shillings were sold and the 
proceeds used to start the formation of a library of books on tokens. In 1990 Steve Minnitt and I 
published Tickets Checks & Passes from the County of Somerset, and it was while doing some 
research for this book that I came across the pleasure gardens and theatres in Bath. 

While reading about Bath, the pleasure gardens of London were mentioned regularly and I 
acquired the occasional token from one or other of the London gardens. These tickets seemed 
more personal as many of them were numbered or even named to an individual person. There was 
so much social history linked with the tickets and the more I learnt about the gardens and their 
tickets the more fascinated I became with them and the period in which they were used. So 
around 1996 I began collecting tickets for the London pleasure gardens and I was lucky enough to 
acquire a number of Vauxhall Garden tickets from the sale of Owen Parsons’ collection in 1998. 
Within a few years I was also colleting the tickets for the London theatres and other 
entertainments and over the last twenty years the collection has grown substantially. 

I have enjoyed reading and researching the history of the various pleasure gardens, 
theatres and entertainments and how their tickets were used. As these pieces are unusual I 
thought others may be interested to hear about them, so I have given a number of talks at the 
annual Token Congresses and have written articles for the Bulletin of the Token Corresponding 
Society and Coin News. These talks and articles have now covered most of the pieces in the 
collection, which is what I aimed to do when I started the talks. I feel now it is time to dispose of 
the collection and hope that others will find as much enjoyment in these pieces as I have.

George Dawe, RA (1781-1829), born in Brewer street, Mayfair, was the eldest son of Philip Dawe, an artist and engraver who had 
worked with William Hogarth. Dawe entered the Royal Academy Schools in March 1794, becoming an associate in November 1809 
and an academician in February 1814. Initially a painter of classical scenes, he sought portrait commissions and enjoyed the 
patronage of the Duke and Duchess of Kent, Princess Charlotte and Prince Leopold. In 1819 he travelled with the Kents through 
Europe, painting portraits of military staff and diplomats. He came to the attention of Czar Alexander I, who commissioned him to 
paint the portraits of senior Russian military staff who had successfully fought Napoleon. Dawe moved to St Petersburg and, from 
1822 to 1828, painted over 300 portraits for the military collection at the Winter Palace. In 1828 he was officially appointed First 
Portrait Painter of the Imperial Court, but following a brief return visit to England, was taken ill and died in October 1829 at the 
home of his brother-in-law and fellow painter, Thomas Wright. He is buried in St Paul’s Cathedral. The most significant body of 
work he created is in the Hermitage Museum and many works are also housed within the British royal collection. 

The Royal Academy of Arts gold medal, conceived in 1768 and first awarded in 1770, recognises exceptional achievements in the 
fields of architecture, painting and art. Dawe received his medal for Achilles, Frantic for the Loss of Patroclus, Rejecting the 
Consolation of Thetis (Museum of New Zealand Te Papa Tongarewa, Wellington), which was regarded by contemporaries as ‘the 
best ever offered to the Academy on a similar occasion’. He first exhibited at the Royal Academy in 1804

(e) to charge interest at a rate not exceeding 2 percent per month on the 
‘total amount due’ to the extent it remains unpaid for more than 5 working 
days after the day of the auction. 

(f) to retain that or any other lot sold to the same buyer at the sale or any 
other auction and release it only after payment of the ‘total amount due’. 

(g) to reject or ignore any bids made by or on behalf of the defaulting buyer 
at any future auctions or obtaining a deposit before accepting any bids in 
future. 

(h) to apply any proceeds of sale then due or at any time thereafter 
becoming due to the defaulting buyer towards settlement of the ‘total 
amount due’ and to exercise a lien on any property of the defaulting buyer 
which is in Dix Noonan Webb’s possession for any purpose. 

12 Liability of Dix Noonan Webb and sellers 

(a) Goods auctioned are usually of some age. All goods are sold with all 
faults and imperfections and errors of description. Illustrations in 


catalogues are for identification only. Buyers should satisfy themselves 
prior to the sale as to the condition of each lot and should exercise and rely 
on their own judgement as to whether the lot accords with its description. 
Subject to the obligations accepted by Dix Noonan Webb under this 
Condition, none of the seller, Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents is 
responsible for errors of descriptions or for the genuineness or authenticity 
of any lot. No warranty whatever is given by Dix Noonan Webb, its servants 
or agents, or any seller to any buyer in respect of any lot and any express or 
implied conditions or warranties are hereby excluded. 

(b) Any lot which proves to be a ‘deliberate forgery’ may be returned by the 
buyer to Dix Noonan Webb within 15 days of the date of the auction in the 
same condition in which it was at the time of the auction, accompanied by 
a statement of defects, the number of the lot, and the date of the auction at 
which it was purchased. If Dix Noonan Webb is satisfied that the item is a 
‘deliberate forgery’ and that the buyer has and is able to transfer a good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be 
set aside and any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, 
provided that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if: 

(i) the description in the catalogue at the date of the sale was in accordance 
with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars and experts or fairly 
indicated that there was a conflict of such opinion; or 

(ii) the only method of establishing at the date of publication of the 
catalogue that the lot was a ‘deliberate forgery’ was by means of scientific 
processes not generally accepted for use until after publication of the 
catalogue or a process which was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 

(c) A buyer’s claim under this Condition shall be limited to any amount 
paid in respect of the lot and shall not extend to any loss or damage 
suffered or expense incurred by him or her. 

(d) The benefit of the Condition shall not be assignable and shall rest solely 
and exclusively in the buyer who, for the purpose of this condition, shall be 
and only be the person to whom the original invoice is made out by Dix 
Noonan Webb in respect of the lot sold. 

Conditions mainly concerning Sellers and Consignors 

13 Warranty of title and availability 

The seller warrants to Dix Noonan Webb and to the buyer that he or she is 
the true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the property 
by the true owner and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the 
property free from any third party claims. The seller will indemnify Dix 
Noonan Webb, its servants and agents and the buyer against any loss or 
damage suffered by either in consequence or any breach on the part of the 
seller. 

14 Reserves 

The seller shall be entitled to place prior to the auction a reserve on any 
single item lot which may not exceed the minimum estimate figure, being 
the minimum ‘hammer price’ at which that lot may be treated as sold. A 
reserve once placed by the seller shall not be changed without the consent 
of Dix Noonan Webb. Dix Noonan Webb may at their option sell at a 
‘hammer price’ below the reserve but in any such cases the sale proceeds to 
which the seller is entitled shall be the same as they would have been had 
the sale been at the reserve. Where a reserve has been placed, only the 
auctioneer may bid on behalf of the seller. 

15 Authority to deduct commission and expenses 

The seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb to deduct commission at the 
‘stated rate’ and ‘expenses’ from the ‘hammer price’ and acknowledges Dix 
Noonan Webb’s right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 

16 Rescission of sale 

If before Dix Noonan Webb remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and Dix Noonan Webb 
is of the opinion that the claim is justified, Dix Noonan Webb is authorised 
to rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to Dix Noonan 
Webb in respect of the lot. 

17 Payment of sale proceeds 


Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
‘total amount due’ is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the ‘total amount due’ within 
3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify the 
seller and take the seller’s instructions as to the appropriate course of action 
and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb’s opinion is practicable, will assist the 
seller to recover the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer. If circumstances do 
not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the seller 
authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller’s expense to agree special terms 
for payment of the ‘total amount due’, to remove, store and insure the lot 
sold, to settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix 
Noonan Webb shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as 
are necessary to collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if necessary 
to rescind the sale and refund money to the buyer. 

19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
‘total amount due’ within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb’s then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European 
Union, and ‘expenses’ incurred in relation to the property. 

21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at 
any time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the 
auction). 

22 Unsold lots 

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the ‘stated rates’ calculated on the ‘bought-in price’ and in addition 
‘expenses’ in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible 
for any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as 
to such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance 
at the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse 
admission to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to 
withdraw any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for 


auction again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants 
and agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective 
bidder or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given 
shall be deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after 
posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 
connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and 
all other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction 
of the English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) ‘catalogue’ includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) ‘hammer price’ means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) ‘total amount due’ means the ‘hammer price’ in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) ‘deliberate forgery’ means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) ‘sale proceeds’ means the net amount due to the seller being the ‘hammer 
price’ of the lot sold less commission at the ‘stated rates’ and ‘expenses’ and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) ‘stated rate’ means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) ‘expenses’ in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, 
packing and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) ‘bought-in price’ means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors’ commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold. 

34 VAT 

Commission, illustrations, insurance and advertising are subject to VAT if 
the seller is resident in the European Union. 
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
